Conservative party in Venezuela and 
has led several revolutions against the 
Liberal governments of the republic. 
In fact, thirty of his fifty-two years 
have been devoted to fighting. About 
three years ago he started a rebellion 
against President Castro, but was cap- 
tured and imprisoned in San Carlos 
fort at Maracaibo. 


During tbe first two years of his in- 


carceration in San Carlos he was sub- 
jected to the greatest indignities and 
hardships. He was confined in one of 
tbe darkest dungeons of the evil smell- 
ing old fortress, and a huge iron ball 
was fastened to liia ankle. For a time 
he was kept incomumcndo— that is, n» 
one was allowed to see him, nor was 
he permitted to communicate'witb the 
outside world. 


It was only a few months ago that 


he was liberated from prison by Presi- 
dent Castro. He was released during 
the trouble with the European powers, 
when he offered bis services to fight 
the common enemy in defense of his 
country. Since then he lias risen until 
his power is only second to that of 
President Castro. As leader of tbe new 
Liberal Nationalist party he recently 
had some of his partisans appointed to 
cabinet positions and other high offices 
under the government.

A WONDERFUL TREE. 


It Has, Tarantula-like BlosBoma With 


a Stupefying Odor. 


A wonderful tree of unknown varie- 


ty has been discovered in a mountain 
canyon in a spur of the Sail Jacinto 
mountains, down near the Mexican 
line. It was discovered by a party of 
prospectors who penetrated the can- 
yon in search of water. A branch of 
the tree and its blossoms were brought 
to this city for classification, but it is 
unknown to botanists in this city. 


The leaves of the tree resemble In 


size and shape the fig leaf, but they 
are of a vivid purple color and the un- 
der side of the leaf is thickly covered 
with stiff hairs which stand out from 
the leaf fully half an inch. These hairs 
are sharp and thornlike and easily pen- 
etrate the skin, and when they do so 
they are poisonous, causing swelling 
and much pain. 


The blossoms are as peculiar as are 


the branches and leaves. They are of 
a rusty red color and are about two 
inches In diameter. In shape they are 
a very good representation of the ta 
rantula. There is a huge hairy bulb, In 
shape resembling the abdomen of the 
poisonous spider, and there are severa 
chives, or stamens, corresponding to 
the legs of that insect. 


The most peculiar feature of the 


plant, however, remains to be told 
Whenever one approaches the plant o: 
when the wind agitates the branches 
of the tree the flowers give off an 
abundance of perfume—heavy, sicken 
Ing and deadly. This perfume has the 
quality of chloroform, and a few in 
halations of the odor produce uncon 
sciousness. The prospectors who madi 
the discovery of the plant were ren 
dered insensible upon approaching th 
tree to examine it. 


As the plant seems to have no botan 


ical name two names have been sug 
gested by the qualities of the plant it 
self. One is tarantula plant, the othe 
chloroform tree.—Los Angeles Times.
